Members must vote unless they have a 
pecuniary interest in the question at is­ 
sue. 
Second—The dignity of the house 
and the rights cf members are given 
precedence over every question except a 
motion to adjonrn. Third—One hundred 
shall conbtitute a qaornm in the com­ 
mittee of the whole house. 
F o u rth - 
Members present, bat not voting, may 
be oounted ae a part c f the quorum. 
Fifth—No dilatory motion shall be en­ 
tertained by the speaker. 
The great debate was on the foutth 
and fifth rolee, and became of these two 
rules, Sneaker Beld was charged with 
being a tyrant, and the republican ma­ 
jority “shod with iron hoofs and riding 
mercilessly over an nu prof coted minor­ 
ity .” M r. Gook says the new repub­ 
lican code is “ revolutionary'’ but right, 
and then he says that it is a self-contra- 
dition that of men may be present for 
obstruction and absent for business.

All that has bceu learned is 
that forty persons wore drowned by the 
giving way of tho largo storage dam 
built across Hassayampa river by 
Walnut Storage Company. 
It is feare 
that disaster has visited Wickenburg, 
thirty miles below tho dam, and that 
many lives h&vo been lost. 
Not the slightest doubt hail been en­ 
tertained of tho safety of the dam, 
which formed a lake three miles long by 
three fourths of a mile wide aud I IO feet 
deep. 
Miners had erected houses along 
tho stream, and these were lifted lip by 
the waters and dashed to pieces. The first 
intimation of the disaster was a sound 
resembling thunder and at tho same 
moment a perpendicular w’all of water 
fifty feet high came roaring down tho 
narrow valley. 
Heavy rains have fallen 
for several days and Friday night It was 
apparent that the water in tho lake was 
approaching the danger lino. 
Arthur Allen, formerly of Enterprise, 
and John McDonald, part owner of tho 
Blue Deck mine, have just returned 
from the Dozorls divide, fourteen miles 
south of the town, from which a view of 
the dam could be had. The break In tho 
stonework of tho dam was plainly seen. 
It sloped to the eastward, giving the im­ 
pression that the main break was on tho 
east side.

Mr. Carlisle Says th* Quorum Question 
Will Bu Taken Into Court. 
W ashington, Feb. 22.—It Is under­ 
stood th a t the Democratic leaders in the 
House have held several conferences 
lately to consider the question of con­ 
testing the “onstitutionaiity of Speaker 
Reed’s ruling th a t ‘“ members present, 
but not voting, shall be counted to make 
a quorum.” 
Indeed, Mr. Carlisle virtually fore­ 
shadowed such action In his rem arks in 
the House on the 18th inst., when he 
said: 
“ This question must go to some 
other forum when a proper case arises, 
and I desire to say th a t it is the pur­ 
pose of this side of the House to see that 
this question shall be made In some form 
which will enable the proper tribunals 
of the country to pass upon it finally 
and decisively.” 
When asked w hat he m eant by a proper 
case arising 
Mr. 
Carlisle 
said: 
“ I 
mean whenever a bill is passed which 
affects the rights of an Individual or of 
property. 
Then the person or corpora­ 
tion whoso rights are abridged or whose 
property is 
affected 
may 
seek 
re­ 
dress in the courts by testing the con­ 
stitutionality of the bill passed under 
Speaker Reed’s ruling as to w hat con­ 
stitutes a quorum. 
Of course we cannot 
take the m atter betoil) the courts; we 
can 
refrain 
from 
voting 
on 
some 
measures which will involve the rights 
of some person or property, and so create 
the occasion for testing the constitu­ 
tionality of tho Speaker’s decision. 
We 
aro all convinced it will not stand. 
“ A good measure on which to mak** 
the test would be1 an amendment to the 
Inter-State commerce law. 
Such legis­ 
lation affects large interests, and the 
parties affected adversely would at once 
question the validity of the legislation. 
I th ink the Issue will be made before this 
session is over, though when I made tho«o 
rem arks I had no especial piece of legis­ 
lation in view. 
I doubt w hether the Re­ 
publicans will attem pt to pass any im­ 
portant legislation by any such method. 
W hen vital m atters are up you will find 
them there with a legal quorum.”

Astor, th*? eldest son of the late William 
Astor, and grandson of the original 
John Jacob Astor, and head of the third 
generation of the Astor family, died 
suddenly Saturday morning of heart 
failure, aged *>7. 
He inherited two- 
thirds of his father’s estate, valued at 
$20*), OOO, (XX). 


John Jacob Astor was a man of fine 
and {Kilished manners, of a retiring na­ 
ture, devoting his time chiefly to society 
and charities. 
Young Astor was born 
in 1823 and raised in luxury, receiving 
every advantage of a moral and intel­ 
lectual education. 
His early days wert? 
spent at the magnificent country seat at 
Rhinebeck on tho Hudson. 
.John Jacob 
in his boyhood was of a reserved de­ 
meanor and retiring disposition, very 
diffident in society, and showed to poor 
advantage the thorough education of 
which he was posessed. 
As years pass­ 
ed, however, this gradually disappeared, 
only to return, however, with his first 
love. 
He was not noted particularly for his 
liberality or charity, though he presented 
three lots to tho Astor library, founded 
by his father, and erected a structure on 
them for the use of th** institution. 
He 
also added a story to the central build­ 
ing, making his total outlay about 5250,- 
000. 
He lived on the southwest corner of 
Fifth avenue ami T hirty-fourth street, 
In a house th at is unpretentious in Its 
external appearance and 
particularly 
modest in comparison with the marble 
Stew art palace, just across the way. 
T he interior Is as unpretentious as the 
exterior, though it is richly furnished. 
None of the Asters have been fond of 
making an ostentatious display of their 
wealth, and least of all, John Jacob. 
His wife died three years ago. 
He 
leaves a son—William Waldorf Astor— 
1 who was United States minister to Italy 
from 1882 till 1885, and who has w ritten 
on** or two novels. 
No one family in the country has so 
kept its wealth within itself as the As­ 
ters, who intend to continue the finan­ 
cial policy originated by obi John Jacob 
Astor about the beginning of the cen­ 
tury. 
It is commonly supposed that he 
made the bulk of his fortune in furs. 
He formed a gigantic project for ex­ 
tending the business from the north­ 
western lakes to the Pacific by means of 
various trading posts, by establishing a 
central station at the month of the 
Columbia, and then by making a depot 
at on** of the Hawaiian islands, to sup­ 
ply China and India directly from the 
Pacific coast. 
The project was partially 
carried out, but meanwhile Mr. Astor 
saw greater opportunities for making 
money In city real estate than in the fur 
trade. 
He began to buy extensively, 
and tho growth of the town was so 
rapid that, 
In cases, the 
property 
increased a hundred fold. 
When he 
died, nearly forty years ago, lie was 
estimated to bo worth 520.000,00*). 
He 
left to his son. William B. Astor, the 
bulk of his estate, to be managed in the 
interest of the family.
